The applicants have presented a persuasive argument, see pages 6 of the 
response filed on 6/23/2006 that the cited prior art of record of Kawano (US 6.759,345) 
fails to teach there are a plurality of peripheral sections along the boundaries of the 
polish area and at least a corner section along the comer of the polish area and 
connecting two adjacent peripheral sections, wherein the peripheral sections have a first 
width and the corner section has a second width larger than the first width, as required 
in amended claim 12.
